More 
specifically, Song teaches setting a marker or VCCS instruction at some point in the application program to reduce the amount of 
processor state information required to be perserved in a context switch, in other word, setting the marker or VCCS instruction at certain 
points in the application program affect the amount of information (state information being saved) in the context packets [Song, abstract; 
col. 2, lines 16-21; col. 8, line 67-col. 9, line 5]. Althought, Song does not specifically recite a context packet control panel as recited in 
the claims, the Examiner believed the equivalent of setting a parameter or factor that affects the context packets satisfy the limitation. 
Therefore, applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive .
